After the leave* have fallen In the Autumn you 
will find securely fastened to tbe twig* of various 
tree* and buahea large, dull, coppery cocoons. Before 
the leave* tall you do not notice thee* ax tha cater¬ 
pillar In constructing them draw* down upon lt**l| 
xeverai of the leave* by which they are concealed 
to a large extent. 

If you cut one of these cocoons across you And 
within It loose, lustroug atlk and In th* centre a 
tough thin capsule smoothly polished on tbe Inner 
side within which lies the chrysalis. 

These cocoons vary much In xlxe. I have raised a 
perfect, though araall, moth from one which waa only 
an Inch and three-quarter* long. But often they are 
more than four Inches long and much Inflated. These 
large cocoon* are moat common near tbe ground. 

In th* Winter great number* of cocoons are de¬ 
stroyed by woodpeckers which drill a hole In them 
and through the hole eat out the contents of tha pupa. 

Thaae are th# cocoons of our largest moth, known 
aa tha cecropla. They are very common almost 
everywhere apd you can gather them In numbers 
ones you learn to And them. 

About |iit)r years ago efforts were made to make 
use of these cocoon* as a source of silk. While a 
fine silk can he obtained from them ths expense of 
producing It Is very high, and the caterpillars art dif-

I cups 
flour, 1 teaspoon soda, 1-4 teaspoon 
salt. 1 teaspoon ginger. 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon. 1-1 teaspoon doves. 1 ogg. 

Combine molasses, sugar, lard and 
hot coffee. Mix and Mft flour, salt. 
*oda and spices and stir lftto first 
mixture. Beat until perfectly smooth 
and add egg beaten until very light. 
Turn Into a deep cake pan with a 
chimney or a dripping pan. Bake 16 
minutes In a moderate oven if th* 
dripping pan Is used, or 40 % thlnut*s 
In a tube pan. Cut In squares and 
serve warm with whipped cream 
sweetened and flavored with vanilla. 

If the tube pan Is used, remove 
pudding from pan. fill cavity with 
whipped cream and cover entire pud¬ 
ding thickly With it.
